Already there ar* Indlcatlona of th* lalentlfio * 7 * being 
fpcuaaed on th* ■etaphyalaal. That eran the highly oautlous,i ultra- 
oDna^rratlTO aadlaal prof«aelon la gradually widening Ita borlaona 
to lncli«d* th* poaalbillty of healing on a neta^JhyeloAd baela, la 
evidenced by th* fact that prevloualy "auapeat** hnnotiaa la now 
being widely uead for ih* treatment of certain condlttoiu, and in 
Britain over 500 hoapital* now adult aplrltual healer* to treat 
pationta who re<iu«at their aerrloaa. nany well-authenticated 

case a of auoceeaful treatnent toy netaphyelcal healera of elokneee 
and dleeaB*^ including oancer - often the reault of a laat deAporate 
raeort of a patient when orthodox sedicin* bai failed - oan no longer 
to* Ignof*! and a few of the aor* enlightened sen of th* medical 
profee a Lon are now endeavouring to probe aclentlf loally the Byetery 
of aetaphyeioal healing powera« 

A case In point 1* the ea^perlenoe of a proalnent Harley 
Street epeclaliat. Ur, Hlchaal Aeh who, 21 yeara ago dleooveredt 
core or l^aa acploentally, that he poaeeaeed the power to heal eUcC“ 
efiafully with what he tern* radiation* esanating ttod hie own body* 

The discovery osaurred while he and hie wife were on a long sea voykge 
and Kre, Aah developed a proetratlng headaoh*. When th* inm-lne 
failed to reepend to th* Xlnlted ardloal facllltle* a^ard ahlp* In 
an attempt to soothe the oondltloiii. Dr* Aah laid his flngere on her 
temples* Within a few oLnut**, her headaaho disappeared oompleteOj 
and Br, Aeh mad* an Intaraetlng discovery - hie fingertip* had turned 
ellghtly blue under th* nails. 


Intrigued toy the experlanoe, Dr. Aeh decided to experlnent 
further and discover*a that he was able to heal angina, snaemia, 
uloera, skin diseases, eto,, and even some forne of cancar raepouded 
to the touch Df bis flngertlpe which, a* before, turned slightly Hue, 

Mot content to accept this power as some heeding 

gift, Dr. Ash decided to Investigate th* phenonens selentlflcally, 
Satlefled that the healing powar was Indeed scds* feqrB of body radia¬ 
tion, he sought for Beans to identify and Beaeure it, in his attest 
to Isolate this body radiation, he tried to find out idiat opposing 
wivoB could Interfere with it. This led to th* discovery that ultra-

In problns tht ^roblen of the of foot of ulira^sotLlo 
vavee on bodj rodlatioriBt a young girl eoiontloi vho vaa aoaiiitlng bln 
In th« oxparlotonts, tumod on a nachlno vbiob produood ultra-aonio 
fraQLLtnolae* When eho tuned to a frequencj of G2,0^ oyoloe par aocOEid 
a dog, brought in ae part of th« exporlnwte, ran bowling fron the P'JOffl, 
Realizing that not even a dog with eupereonlo haarlng^ could hare ho<ud 
fluoh a high frequonoy eourid, ahe pondered on the poealbllity of the dog’o 
ncee being emeitiTe to the sound waves* To t*Bt her theory,, the gli^l 
either oourageouBlr or foolhardily put her tongue in the path of tUe 
ultra-aonlo waves, She oollapaed immediately, her ner'vea and body 
orarlly paralyzed. Dr. Ash, ruahlng into the rooibj found her In a state 
of shook, unable to aasll or taste although her tongue was not bumod or 
Injured. Ke was, howeTer, eonrlnopd that she was not suffering froB 
eleotrlo shook. 

Dr, Aah treated thr girl but her return to nomal health was 
a long and bIov process. There was a curious afternath to the acoldtnt. 

For a oonsiderable time after the incident, the girl beoaoe unusually 
payohlo, With her mstaphyaloal Bensta abnoriiialij Bharpened, she was able 
to hear oonverBatlons that were taking plaoe miles away and she could 
quite easily tell people the contsntB of their handbags or pockets. 

This unfortunate Inoldent was not, however, vithout soue 
bsnefioial reaxilts to Dr, Ash'e experimenta. In aumolng up the situation 
he reported; "It w&a this aoeident which gave me a vefy important insight 
into the ufetery of radlationa from the hunan body, 1 foi^ that each 
part of the hmaiui body broad oast a radiations in itt own particular 
frequency, 1 now believe that 1^ a ■llilon-to-one chance, thia girl 
tuned In to tbs frequency of her vagus nerve which paete* throu^^ thu 
throat dlreotly to the heart. Vaturally, the result waa oatastrophic." 

As a result of his investlgations. Dr Ash clalni that he can 
produce tolentifio evidence that hlB healing power la a perfectly natural 
function. He maintains that lugh body radiations are no stare extras 
ordinary than eound waves Bade by ths vooal chorda. He olains that uvsry- 
one has ouch body vibrations but that natural healers lesa to bo blessed 
with Jaors of them* He bslievee that the enanetlons from sick bodlea are 
oaueod by some vital leakage and that they can be healed by radlationa 
from a healthy body. 

Or. Ash has now trained hlaaelf to detect iopulaea from the 
human body with his hands and he describes then ae feeling like "tiny 
electric shocks", He further clains that he is able to tell the differ* 
enos between sicknssa and health by the distance at which he feels aunh 
body emanationQ, 

His theories and claims have, of course, proved revolutlonaiy 
to hie medical colleagues, viny of whom reject theia, but the faot remain? 
that whatever the source of hi a power, he has auoeeasrully healed a num¬ 
ber of dieeaBes by "irradiating'' the area of distress nnd hae even roturned 
to mobility long^Btanding csaes of paralysis,

Man(/ flying aauoar raporta do not do not have anjwhere near 
tho value tlie7 lol^t have had If they had 0*en properly reported. IfljQh 
valuable data la either loat or rendered uialeea by being left out or 
Inadequately reported. Many othcrvlae good reporta are reduced in 
value becauae the people who prepared then didn^t real!a* what aonetlt- 
uted a good report. Ihe following notea ara intondad to fora a frona- 
work for the reporting of alghtlngBi whloh if followed, ehcuid raault in 
the jrepiu^atlon of really ueeful reports. 

When a flying Baiioor, or any other unusual objeot, ia laen 
the flrat thing to do U to notOi in writing if poeelble, the EXACT 

time and plaao, to be followed by a dot&lleo deaorlption of the duration 

behaviour I etc. Oareful note ahould be nade of the prevalent oonditlone, 
auoh ae wL^, oio^^ep poaLtlon of the sun or moon, pres ipl tat ion, eto. 

If thsee thlnga aarve no other useful purpoae they go a long way to 

establlehlng the aoppetenoe of the observer and his ability to rooognii* 
and Interpret w^t ha AoeSf as they can bo oonflroed in okoat oaaea 
throu^ the local waathor offioe recorde. Tree ie ion In placeflcnt in tlAa 
and space( coordLiated with parsllal evMcnea froa obiervarB looated 
lODABihere elee opens the way for a aurprlaing amount of intorpi^atation 
and bsale data.

The position of a etatlonarj objaot, or the path of a Boving 
one should be oarafuiir raportsd by rsforanoa to back^^ound or rafsrsaoa 
points that can bs located^ If the obaarver hae a dOOD knowlsdM of the 
fitar conatoiiatlona this Is probably tha boat method of describing 
position and tra^sotot^^ but tnovlMgo of th# general aroae of oonatel-^ 
latlons Is of little value. Probably the beat method for the aaateur 
ia to note its position aa above soih particular landioark, sstlaatlng 
the angle above the horizon, and then Identlfyliig the landsark on a map 
(auah aa a road map) together with his own position, Ih* angle above 
the horizon can be reposed saally treading a string therou^ a sheet 
of paper, attaching a weight the end of the string and looking along 
the top edge of the paper and noting the poeltlon Of the atrla^ A lino 
on the paper where the string lay can eebeequmtly be eoalsd off with a 
protrsotor. It is quite psrmiaelble to do this little Job aoBLotlns 
after the actual al^ting^ provldod that It ia soon, and the details 
are still fresh In bind. 

If two people eaparated a Bodeat distance both report eeelng 
the eaao object et the eana time, and provide tbs nlnliial data set out 
abovt, the following information with regard to tb« object can easily be 
detennlned, 1, Where the object was in relation to a fised ground 
location. £. }{ow high it was, How big It was In aotu^ elzs,

apeoiflo data are very difficult to shoot down, but casual data 
can be ei^lained away quite easily, it la far Bcre l^ortamt to have 
a few facts Well tied dovmt than, a whole sheaf of opinion^ which cannot 
bo supported by tact. It ia often more effective to identil^ what an 
objtct waa net (ahd why) than to try to identify what it was. The 
Identification of obscure objecta it really a Job for tha aspart, but 
the aaatevir can be of the utmoat aeaistanca In providing the neoesaary 
facta upon which the eapirrt can base his analysis.
